Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Milwater  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  herewith  my  report  on  the  Public  Health  of 
Abergele  in  1951.  This  report  must  be*made  to  you  in  accord- 
ance with  an  order  of  the!  Minister  of  Health  and  must  deal 
with  subjects  named  in  that  order. 

The  vital  statistics  are  satisfactory  and  show  that  our 
population  is  healthy. 

It  is  my  duty  to  survey  conditions  that  influence  health 
and  that  are  of  special  importance  in  this  area.  Therefore  the 
report  deals  with  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  food  supply 
— especially  milk  supply — housing  and  camping. 

The  water  supply  is  now  satisfactory;  the  others  give  us 
much  anxiety.  Progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  each 
but  the  problems  grow  faster  than  we  move  towards  their 
solution.  The  sewerage  at  Towyn  and  Kinniel  Bay  is  still  an 
intention;  the  milk  supply  is  still  beyond  our  supervision  and 
in  the  hands  of  a Government  department ; re-housing  is  still 
limited  by  National  factors ; and  camping  still  awaits  the 
revised  legislation  that  will  control  it  adequately.  It  would 
be  easy  to  write  sensationally  about  all  these  subjects  but  I 
know  that  Abergele  Council  is  fully  alive  to  the  need  for 
action.  I would,  however,  point  to  the  constant  increase  of 
responsible  authorities  (perhaps  the  use  of  the  word  “respon- 
sible” is  doubtful)  each  controlling  one  section  of  Social 
Service  and  each  asldng  for  co-operation  but  unwilling  to 
co-operate.  All  are  so  intent  on  gaining  power  and  prestige 
that  the  poor  public  whom  they  each  profess  to  serve  and 
help,  would  be  much  better  without  them. 

Our  task  is  to  prevent  disease  and  promote  better  health. 
To  my  mind,  that  is  the  paramount  interest  and  should  be  the 
constant  priority.  That  we  have  succeeded  in  the  past  must 
be  conceded — a history  of  the  past,  half  century  would  show 
remarkable  reduction  in  illness  amongst  all  sections  of  the 
people — but  new  diseases  appear  when  old  ones  are  conquered 
— infantile  paralysis,  coronary  thrombosis,  cancer  of  the  lung, 
etc.,  and  the  increasing  tempo  of  life  leads  not  only  to  more 
accidenf,s  but  to  more  anxiety  and  so-called  psychosomatic 
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diseases.  These  should  be  challenged — as  typhoid,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  tuberculosis,  etc.,  have  been  challenged — and  I 
would  stress  that  the  successful  challenger  has  always  been 
the  Health  Committee  of  the  District  Council.  We  will  try. 


I have  to  acknowledge  the  su])port  of  my  colleagues  in 
this  work,  especially  Mr.  Frank  Evans,  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
whose  work  for  .'Xbergele  deserves  much  fuller  appreciation. 


.•\nd  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  your  predecessor,  I must 
tender  thanks  for  the  stimulation,  encouragement  and 
support.

Indeed  the  loss  of  infant  lives  (still-births  plus  infant  deaths) 
is  exceptionally  low.  The  dividing  line  between  a still  birth 
and  a neonatal  death  is  often  theoretical.  All  3 deaths  were 
due  to  congenital  malformations  and  so  were  unavoidable  in 
the  light  of  present  knowledge.  It  is  good  to  note  that  child- 
birth has  once  again  been  without  disaster.

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'I'hcse  figures  do  not  call  for  comment.  The  com[)leteJ^ 
absence  of  infecticjus  disease  from  the  list  is  satisfying.  The 
predorninance  of  lesions  of  heart  and  artery  as  causes  of  death 
is  as  usual  and  to  some  degree  reflects  the  longevity  of  our 
population. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

1.  Laboratory  Provisions. 

(a)  Bacteriological. 

Samples  of  milk,  ice-cream,  water  and  other  foods  capable 
of  causing  food-poisoning,  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Conway.  Samples  of  these  are  sent  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  details 
will  be  given  later  in  this  Report. 

Throat  swabs,  faeces,  urine,  blood,  etc.,  a(re  also  examined/-' 
These  may  be  sent  by  any  Doctor  at  any  time.  Examination 
is  promptly  madd  and  Reports  quickly  obtained. 

(b)  Pathological: 

There  are  now  pathological  laboratories  at  Rhyl  and 
Colwyn  Piay  Hospitals  where  any  material  likely  to  help 
doctors  in  the  diagnosis  of  diseases  or  the  assessing  of  the 
value  of  treatment  is  examined.  This  service  is  now  being' 
fulld  used  by  .A.bergele  doctors. 

(c)  Water: 

Water  should  be  tested  both  chemically  and  bacteriologi- 
cally.  The  Chemical  tests  show  the  purity  of  water  in  the 
collecting  area.  Dangerous  water  will  purify  itself  in  time 
but  certain  residual  salts — e.g..  Nitrites  and  Nitrates — remain 
after  it  has  become  safe.  So  a Chemical  test  warns  that  care 
must  be  taken.  P>acteriological  tests,  on  the  other  hand,  tell 
us  whether  or  not  the  water  may  safely  be  consumed — it 
shows  the  presence  or  absence  of  suspicious  germs. 

(d)  Milk  and  other  foods: 

(i)  Foods  are  also  tested  chemically  and  bacteriologi- 
cally.  The  food  may  be  adulterated  and  not  have  the  nutri- 
ment, etc.,  that  is  expected.  'Phis  is  revealed  by  chemical 
examination.  'Phe  Chief  Inspector  to  the  County  Council  has

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This  shows  a considerable  .increase  in  the  incidence  of 
inlection — especially  pneumonia,  whoo])inf^  coup’ll  and  scarlet 
fever.  'I'here  was  an  epidemic  of  influenza  and  this  accounted 
for  the  increased  .incidence  of  imeumonia.  Children  under  2 
years  of  ai^e  are  now  immunised  against  Whoo])ing’  Cough  so 
a fall  in  the  incidence  may  he  ex])ected.  Scarlet  Fever  was 
\er\-  mild  and  scattered. 
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It  will  be  realised  that  many  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  in  Abergele  occur  in  the  Camps.  Every  Summer 
many  cases  occur  there.  Co-operation  by  the  Camp  Site 
Owners  is  now  assured  and  control  has  been  effective. 


Water  Supply,  Abergele. 


1 am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Round,  Engineer  and  Manager  of 
the  Water  Department,  Rhyl  U.D.C.  for  the  following  in- 
formation : — 


“ Unfortunately  the  supply  to  Abergele  is  not  metered 
separately  and  consumption  statistics  can  cmly  be  estimated. 
It  is  hoped  to  instal  meters  on  the  various  trunk  mains 
supplying  the  Abergele  area  in  the  near  future,  and  it  will 
then  be  possible  to  give  more  accurate  figures. 


The  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  Rhyl  Water  Under- 
taking’s area  of  supply  (including  .Abergele)  is  obtained 
primarily  from  a gathering  ground  in  Elannefydd  Parish.  This 
gathering  ground  has  an  area  of  900  acres  and  an  average 
annual  rainfall  of  30.5  inches.  The  water  is  stored  in  two 
impounding  reservoirs,  Plas  Uchaf  (50  million  galls.)  and 
Dolwen  (48  million  galls.).  The  supply  is  augmented  during 
all  but  very  wet  periods  by  pumping  water  from  the  River 
Aled  into  Plas  Uchaf  Reservoir. 


The  water  is  treated  at  Glascoed  Filter  Station  by  pres- 
sure filters  of  the  air  scour  type,  usingt  sulphate  of  alumina 
as  a coagulant.  Ai)])roximately  1 grain  per  gallon  of  sotlium 
carbonate  for  pdd.  correction  and  1 partj  per  million  of 
chlorine  for  final  sterilisation  are  added  after  filtration.

Chemical  Analysis, 

No  routine  analyses’  were  made  during  the  year.  .Analyses 
were  made  for  specific  purposes. 

The  major  new  work  completed  during  1951  was  a 15in. 
main  1^  miles  long  from  the  Rhyl  Council’s  Glascoed  Works 
to  Bodelwyddan.  Although  primarily  designed  to  augment 
the  supply  to  Rhyl  and  the  coastal  area  of  .Abergele,  it  has 
also  imjjroved  the  sui)ply  to  .Abergele  town  area,  ])articularly 
thq  higher  parts. 

An  experimental  break-point  chlorination  plant  was  in- 
stalletl  in  December,  1951,  at  Plas  Uchaf  Reservoir.  This  gave 
very  satisfactory  results  and  a permanent  ])lant'  is  being  in- 
stalled shortly.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  ])lant  will  further 
im])rove  the  water  treatment  and  will  provide  an  additional 
line  of  defence  against  pollution.”

HOUSING. 

Locally,  as  well  nationally  the  housing  situation  is  still 
very  far  from  satisfactory. 

Our  housing  problems  while  being  similar  in  many  re- 
spects to  those  of  other  areas,  have  their  own  peculiar 
diliferencesj  one  of  wliich  is  the  prevalence  in  some  parts  of 
the  area  of  the  sub-standard  hut  dwellings. 
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« 

In  some  cases  the  occupiers  of  these  huts  have  lived  in 
them  for  many  years, — many  families  having  arrived  from 
evacuation  areas  during  the  last  w^ar.  Although  many  such 
families  have  returned,  c|uite  a number  remain  with  us,  and 
m some  cases  offers  of  accommodation  by  the  evacuating 
authority  have  been  refused.  The  main  reason  for  refusal, 
is,  I think,  that  employment  has  been  obtained  in  this  area, 
and  naturally  there  is  a reluctance  to  give  up  this  em])loyment. 

In  a number  of  cases  however  huts  have  become  newly 
occupied  by  persons  who  have  removed  from  industrial  areas. 
When  questioned,  a variety  of  reasons  are  offered,  a favourite 
one  being  “for  health  reasons.”  Whilst  agreeing  that  the  air 
of  our  coastal  district  must  be  healthier  than  the  smoke  laden 
atmosphere  of  industrial  towns,  it  is  difficult  to  reconcile  this 
reason  with  the  occupation  of  sub-standard  and  overcrowded 
huts. 

The  solution  is  of  course  the  removal  of  all  existing  hut 
dwellings  and  the  prohibition  of  any  new  dwellings  of  this 
type.  The  solution  is  however  not  easy  to  apply.  Many  of 
thesd  hut  dwellings  are  sited  on  camping  sites,  while  others 
are  situated  in  the  rear  gardens  of  bungalows.  Some  are  on 
isolated  sites  which  may  only  be  discovered  accidentally,  as 
our  district  is  very  extensive  in  area. 

Some  of  these  huts  were  constructed  for  use  as  summer 
holiday  accommodation,  while  others  were  originally  con- 
structed as  poultry  sheds  or  garages.  The  poultry  sheds  have 
then  undergone  a certain  amount  of  “conversion,”  by  lining 
with  plywood,  plaster  board,  hard  board  or  asbestos  sheets, 
and  by  the  installation  of  some  means  of  cooking,  a fireplace 
and  water  supply.  The  addition  of  a lean-to  pail  closet 
compartment  completes  the  conversion  from  what  might  have 
been  a good  poultry  shed  into  a very  unsatisfactory  sub- 
standard dwelling. 

In  addition  to  huts  of  this  type  which  are  in  permanent 
occupation,  many  are  used  for  holiday  occupation  with  the 
danger  always  present  that  the  occupation  may  become 
permanent. 

The  solution  in  the  case  of  the  huts  in  permanent  occui)a- 
tion  is  expensive  as  it  involves  the  re-housing  of  the 
occupants.  It  is  essential  however  that  ways  be  found  to 
overcome  this  problem,  as  the  acceptance  by  the  occu])ants  of 
lowered  standards  of  accommodation  must  be  detrimental. 
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W here  new  cases  are  found,  the  co-operation  of  the  other 
Officers  of  the  Council  and  the  Plannint^  Authority,  is  always 
sought,  and  successful  legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted. 

Another  distressing  feature  of  the  housing  problem  is  the 
continued  occu])ation  of  slum  dwellings  which  should  have 
been  demolished  years  ago.  Houses  which  were  in  1937,  the 
subject  of  Clearance  Orders,  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  still 
remain  occupied.  Years  of  deterioration  have  worsened  their 
condition  to  what  it  was  when  they  were  condemned,  while 
])ractica!ly  no  repairs  have  been  carried  out. 

The  position  of  some  houses  held  under  requisition  is  by 
no  means  satisfactory,  as  in  some  cases  the  cost  of  the  exten- 
sive repairs  required  is  not  considered  to  be  justifiable. 

I'nhappy  too  is  the  position  of  many  privately  owned 
houses  let  under  a controlled  rent  which  does  not  permit  the 
carrying  out  of  essential  repairs  much  less  any.  major  items 
of  re-conditioning.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Housing  Act,  1949, 
would  help  with  this  i)roblem,  but  alas  the  operation  of  this 
.Act  bristles  with  difficulties.  The  tenants  of  these  houses 
expect  them  to  l)e  kept  in  a good  state  of  repair  but  the  rents 
are  so  small  as  to  be  quite  inadequate  to  meet  the  repair  bill. 
.Although  manv  of  these  houses  are  only  fit  for  demolition  they 
must  of  necessity  be  kept  in  occupation.  The  ])osition  should 
not  be  allowed  to  continue  unchanged,  and  common  sense 
dictates  that  rent  control  should  be  revised  now'. 

It  w'as  found  necessary  in  one  case  to  take  legal  proceed- 
ings against  the  owner  of  a house  and  in  a second  case  pro- 
ceedings had  to  be  threatened  before  the  required  works  were 
carried  out. 

In  one  case  where  a closing  order  had  been  made  on  tw'o 
rooms,  the  ow’ner  carried  out  extensive  improvements  and  the 
order  was  determined. 

The  conditions  obtaining  in  some  of  the  large  terraced 
houses  in  Pensarn  are  not  entirely  satisfactory.  The  original 
use  for  occupation  by  one  family  has  in  many  cases  changed. 
Some  have  been  made  into  self-contained  hats,  some  arc  now 
holiday  flats,  while  others  are  occupied  by  several  families 
wdio  share  inadequate  flomestic  accommodation.  Here  again 
the  co-o])eration  of  other  Officers  of  the  Council  and  the 
Idanning  .Authority  has  been  sought. 

It  seems  inevitable  that  the  housing  problem  will  remain 
a ])er])lexing  ])roblem  for  some  considerable  time  to  come. 
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CONTROL  OF  CAMPING  SITES. 

'I'he  popularity  of  caravan  holidays  continues  to  grow', 
and  more  and  more  use  has  been  made  during  the  year  of 
camping  sites  in  our  area. 

Three  new  licences  were  issued  to  occupiers  of  sites  in 
the  L’anddulas  area  and  a new  licence  was  issued  to  a limited 
company  whcj  took  over  control  of  a camp  in  the  Towyn  area. 
Conditions  were  applied  to  these  licences  which,  it  was  con- 
sidered, would  result  in  satisfactory  camping  sites.  These 
conditions  have  been  readily  adhered  to  by  the  proprietors 
and  a good  standing  of  camping  has  resulted. 

Three  applications  for  site  licences  were  refused  and  in 
two  cases  appeals  had  to  be  fought  in  the  local  court.  In  one 
case  where  refusal  was  on  the  grounds  of  difficulty  in  sewage 
disposal,  the  appeal  was  dismissed.  In  the  other  case  where 
the  adequacy  of  the  water  supply  was  questioned,  the  appeal 
w'as  upheld. 

In  two  cases  where  public  enquiries  were  held  regarding 
the  County  Planning  Authority’s'  refusal  to  permit  this  type 
of  development,  the  Minister  found  in  favour  of  developer 
and  against  the  Planning  Authority.  One  of  these  cases  re- 
ferrecl  to  a!  site  in  the  Towyn  area  near  to  the  new  County 
Primary  School.  The  Minister’s  decision  in  this  case  w'as 
conside.'ed  by  many  to  be  unfortunate.  Even  after  this 
decision,  the  Council  strenuously  resisted  the  establishment  of 
camping  development  on  the  site,  until  the  best  possible 
public  health  and  sanitary  conditions  were  assured. 

In  one  case  successful  proceedings  w'ere  brought  against 
the  proprietor  for  a breach  of  a condition  on  his  camping  site 
licence.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  however  that  the  proprietor 
has  since  acted  on  my  advice  and  no  further  trouble  has  been 
experienced. 

The  camp  site  pro])rietors  now  ap])ear  ready  to  co-operate 
by  removing  from  their  sites  all  dilapidated,  unsightly  and 
unsatisfactory  types  of  dwellings.  The  task  in  some  cases  is 
a formidable  one,  and  it  must  of  necessity  take  time  to 
accomplish. 

Co-oi)eration  is  also  sought  in  preventing  the  use  of 
movable  dwellings  on  camping  sites  as  permanent  homes. 
Here  again  in  some  cases  the  pro])rietorsl  are  faced  with  a 
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^•onsiderahle  legacy,  and  a difficult  problem.  One  of  the- 
repercussions  of  the  acute  housing  situation  is  the  use  of 
caravans  as  permanent  homes,  which  results,  strictly  speaking,, 
not  in  a new  camping  problem,  but  a new  housing  problem. 
It  is  considered  essential  if  caravans  are  to  be  used  as  perman- 
ent homes,  that  they  should  be  stationed  on  specially  prepared 
sites. 

Control  over  the  density  of  dwellings  on  new  camping 
sites  has  been  secured  by  limiting  their  numbers  to  twenty 
per  acre.  In  the  case  however  of  the  camping  sites  estab- 
lished prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  this 
control  is  not  enjoyed.  This  aspect  of  the  camping  problem 
is  however  being  considered  by  the  Planning  xAuthority. 

Two  major  problems  remain  in  connection  with  the 
camping  sites,  one  being  refuse  disposal  and  the  other  sewage 
disposal.  It  is  estimated  that  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand 
campers  are  at  present  on  the  camping  sites  during  the  holiday 
season.  Vast  quantities  of  refuse  are  produced  which  present 
serious  difficulties  in  collection  and  disposal.  An  enormous 
volume  of  sewage  is  made,  as  will  be  appreciated  by  reference 
to  the  amount  of  water  consumed,  which  amounts  to  eleven 
and  a quarter  million  gallons.  Of  this  formidable  total,  no 
less  than  eight  and  two-thirds  million  gallons  are  used  on 
camps  in  that  part  of  our  area  which  is  not  sewered,  two- 
thirds  of  this  total  being  consumed  during  the  three  months 
of  July,  -August  and  September. 


In  two  cases  consideration  was  given  to  the  prosecution 
of  camp  site  proprietors  for  causing  pollution  of  the  ditches 
with  sewage  effluent,  but  after  carefully  weighing  up  all  the 
facts  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed. 

-As  the  camping  industry  is  so  firmly  established  and  re- 
cognised as  a permanent  feature  in  our  area,  it  is  obviously 
most  essential  that  any  proposed  sewerage  schemes  should  be 
sufficiently  adequate  and  comprehensive  to  include  this 
development. 


sewage;  disposal. 

As  it  must  be  inevitable  until  the  ])ro])osed  sewerage 
scheme  is  in  operation,  serious  pollution  of  the  ditches  in  the 
Towvn  and  Kinmel  Rav  areas  continues. 
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'J'he  position  l)ecomes  more  acute  year  by  year  as  the 
population  increases  particular!}-'  on  the  camping  sites.  The 
Council  is  of  course,  well  acquainted  with  the  position  and  it  is 
doing  all  that  can  be  done  to  expedite  the  provision  of  the 
sewerage  scheme.  The  practical  and  administrative  difficul- 
ties attaching  t(j  the  scheme  are  considerable.  The  scattered 
nature  of  the  development  that  has  taken  i)lace  in  the  past 
results  in  considerably  increasing  the  cost  per  house  of  the 
scheme. 


In  spite  of  the  many  formidable  difficulties,  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Officers  must  continue  to  press  the  urgency  of 
the  matter.  The  present  conditions  give  rise  to  grave  uneasi- 
ness as  the  dangers  to  public  health  which  may  ciuite  suddenly 
arise  from  such  conditions  cannot  be  disregarded. 

Consultations  took  place  between  the  Council’s  Public 
Health  Officers  and  the  Executive  Officer  to  the  Dee  and 
Clwyd  Rivers  Board.  It  is  right  here  to  record  that  efficient 
and  speedy  action  taken  by  thev  Board  resulted  in  a greatly 
improved  How  in  some  of  the  ditches  in  Towyn  and  Kinmel 
Bay. 


The  conditions  under  which  the  Board’s  employee: 
operated  when  working  on  the  ditches  were  most  unenviable. 
'I'he  legal  powers  connected  with  rivers  pollution  have  no^\■ 
been  passed  to  the  Rivers  Board  which  means  that  the  Board 
have  now  become  a very  interested  party  in  our  sewage  dis- 
posal problems. 


The  co-operation  of  the  Board  has  been  promised  when 
the  time  comes  to  make  additional  use  of  the  ditches  in  con- 
nection with  the  surface  water  disi)osal  scheme. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  as  a result  of  carrying  out  of 
improvement  work,  the  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Llanddulas 
■oi)erated  in  a much  more  efficient  manner.  Serious  pollution 
of  the  River  Dulas  was  obviated  and  the  nuisance  which  had 
])rcvious'y  been  prevalent  was'  overcome. 

'I'he  i)osition  in  the  St.  George  area  continues  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  It  is  however  pleasing  to  note  that  a scheme 
is  in  hand  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  in  the  Bodtegwel  area, 
iis  the  existing  ])lant  is  inade(|uate. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

'fhc  provision  of  public  conveniences  in  several  parts  of 
the  area  has  received  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  and 
decisions  have  been  taken  with  reganl  to  Towyn  and  Kinmel 
P>a_v. 


d'he  need  for  such  facilities  in  other  parts  of  the  area 
must  he  emphasised.  Large  number  of  visitems  come  into  our 
district  during  the  summer  months.  Many  of  these  are  “day 
trip])ers’’  whose  need  in  this  resi)ect  should  he  catered  for  by 
the  ])rovision  of  adequate  conveniences  ])ro])erl\^  sited  and 
maintained  in  a clean  and  hygienic  condition. 

.\  local  authority  has  an  opiiortunity  and  a duty'  to  set  a 
good  example  to  the  public  in  this  matter.  Any|  failure  not 
only  reflects  on  the  Council,  but  also  militates  against  any' 
campaign  involving  the  co-operation  of  the  public  in  matters 
of  personal  hy'giene. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

It  has  been  considered  that  the  appointment  of  a full  time 
rodent  operator  is  not  justified.  During  the  year  rodent 
destruction  operations  were  carried  out  by  one  of  the  Council’s 
workmen  who  had  been  trained  for  this  work.  This  workman 
was  of  course  normally  engaged  on  other  duties  and  so  the 
rodent  duties  became  of  a very  secondary  nature  and  only  the 
minimum  of  work  was  carried  out. 

'I'he  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
.Agriculture  and  Fisheries  made  representations  to  the  Council, 
stating  that  a man  should  be  engaged  regularly'  on  the  work 
for  at  least  twenty'-two  hours  per  week.  Twenty'-two  hours 
each  week  Is  a lot  of  time  and  the  need  for  it  is  questionable. 
Your  own  officers  must  keep  a close  control  on  this  work  and 
be  the  judges  as  to  whether  or  not  there  is  needless  waste  of 
money  and  time  in  this  work. 

1 however  submitted  to  the  Council  that  either  of  two 
alternatives  could  be  adopted,  namely  the  allocation  of  one  of 
the  Council’s  workmen  f(M-  regular  half-time  occupation,  or 
the  co-operation  with  an  adjoining  local  authority  in  the. 
ap])ointment  and  sharing  of  the  whole  time  .services  of  a 
rodent  operator. 
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The  latter  course  was  decided  uponi  by  the  Council,  and 
Ijy  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  with  the  Aled  Rura^ 
District  Council  were  in  progress.  W- 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Fortunately  there  are  only  a few  industrial  fuel-burning 
installations  in,  our  area,  so  that  the  subject  of  atmospheric 
pollution  is  not  of  great  significance.  The  co-operation  of 
the  managers  of  the  industrial  concerns  have  been  sought. 
It  is  wasteful  to  the  manufacturer  as  w^ell  as  being  harmful 
to  the  public  to  emit  black  smoke.  The  manufacturer  is  there- 
fore concerned,  if  only  for  financial  reasons,  when  black 
smoke  due  to  inefficient  combustion  is  being  emitted  from  his 
boiler  plant. 


FACTORIES. 

There  are  twenty-eight  poweri  and  nine  non-power  fac- 
tories on  the  register.  During  the  year,  no  complaint  of 
insanitary  conditions  was  received.  In  a number  of  cases, 
'Certificates  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  were  issued. 
The  co-operation  and  advice  of  the  Fire  Protection  Officer 
were  readily  available  in  assessing  the  adequacy  of  provision 
of  means  of  escape  in  the  factories  concerned.  Acknowledg- 
ment is  given  to  the  Chief  Fire  Officer,  Denbighshire  and 
Montgomeryshire  Joint  Fire  Service,  for  his  assistance  in  this 
important  aspect  of  Factories  Act  administration.

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SHOP  ACT  ApiV?|]^ISTI<ATlpN. 

On  behalf  of  the  Denbighshire  County  Council,  the 
Abergele  Council  is'  responsible  for  administering  the  Shops 
Acts  in  connection  with  shops  in  the  urban  area. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  by  informal  approach  to  the 
owners,  many  improvements  in  matters  affecting  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  shop  assistants  have  been  secured. 

During  the  summer  season,  difficulty  was  again  experi- 
enced in  connection  with  Sunday  trading.  Legal  proceedings 
were  considered  but  were  not  pursued. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

During  the  year  considerable  time  and  attention  was 
given  to  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  slaughterhouse,  visits 
to  food  premises,  sampling  of  water  supplies,  control  of  milk 
distribution  and  the  supervision  of  producton  and  sale  of  ice 
cream. 

Tables  are  supplied  showing  the  number  of  carcases 
examined  together  with  details  of  condemnations. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  weight  of  meat 
condemned.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  condemnation  of  the 
entire  carcases  of  forty  cows  or^  account  of  emaciation  and 
tuberculosis.  These  cows  were  part  of  two  consignments, 
totalling  forty-nine  cows  in  number,  which  had  been 
slaughtered  with  the  intention  of  the  meat  being  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes.  Much  concern  was  expressed  at 
the  time  both  with  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  animals  and 
the  financial  loss  incurred  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  as  owners 
of  the  meat.  Communications  on  the  subject  were  forwarded 
to  the  Meat  and  Livestock  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  these  animals  had  been 
transportec’  over  very  long  distances  prior  to  grading.  Quite 
a considerable  amount  of  publicity  was  given  to  the  matter, 
which  ])ul)licity  was  considered  by  some  to  be  unwelcome. 

.As  in  i)revious  years  the  ready  co-o])eration  of  the 
slaughterhouse  Manager  and  the  slaughtermen  was  of  much 
ass.’stance  in  carrying  out  meat  inspection  duties. 
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The  regular  sampling  of  water  supplies  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  and  during  the  year  thirty-one  samples  were  col- 
attainment  of  bacteriologically  pure  water.  Only  for.  a brief 
importance  of  chlorination  cannot  be  over-emphasised  in  the 
attainment  of  basteriologically  pure  water.  Only  for  a brief 
period,  due  to  the  failure  of  the  chloros  pump,  did  the  water 
from  the  Glyn  L,ws  supply  fail  to  reach  the  desired  standard 
of  purity.  Five  samples  from  the  Rhyl  U.D.C.  supply  were 
found  to:  be  highly  satisfactory. 


With  regard  to  milk  control,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
all  thirty-six  samples  taken  of  milk  sold  under  special  designa- 
tions, satisfied  the  prescribed  tests.  These  samples  were  made 
up  as  follows  : —

In  addition,  fourteen  samples  of  raw  milk  retailed  in  the 
area  were  submitted  for  the  guinea  pig  inoculation  test.  All 
samples  were  negative  for  the  tubercle  bacillus,  but  two  were 
found  to  contain  Brucella  infection.  In  these  two  cases  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  informed  and  enquiries 
were  'made  at  the  farms  by  the  staff  of  the  Animal  Health 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


The  hygiene  of  ice  cream  premises  and  equipment  was 
given  considerable  attention  during  the  summer  months.  On 
my  recommendation,  quaternary  ammonium  sterilising  agents, 
came  into  common  use.  Seventy-two  samples  of  ice  cream 
were  collected  which  gave  the  following  bacteriological 
grading : — 

Grade  1 — 29;  Grade  2 — 27;  Grade  3 — 3;  Grade  4 — 13.

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• REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

During  the  year  six  workmen  have  been  emi)loyecl  on 
Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection,  an  additional  workman  was 
employetl  during  the  summer  season,  when  camps  were  full}'' 
occupied. 


Two  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  have  been  employed,  one 
seven  cubic  yard  Karrier  Bantam  for  the  town  area  and  one 
twelve  cubic  yard  Fordson  for  the  camping  area.  The  larg-er 
vehicle  has  only  been  employed  during  this  season,  and  owing' 
to  the  increased  camping  area  has  to  work  overtime  during 
the  peak  period. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  made  weekly,  but  during 
the  camping  season  it  has  been  difficult  to  maintain  this, 
hence  the  reason  for  replacing  one  of  the  Karrier  Bantams 
with  a larger  vehicle. 


■Arrangements  have  been  made  with  most  of  the  camp 
proprietors  to  centralise  the  bins  to  facilitate  loading. 


The  collection  of  nightsoil  from  Rhydyfoel  and  Llanddulas 
area  is  carried  out  weekly,  the  contents  disposed  of  into  the 
■Abergele  sewers. 


Salvage  collection  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
refuse  collection.  Each  vehicle  has  a trailer  attached  for  this 
2)urpose. 

Posters  were  supplied  from  the  paper  mills  a^Dpealing  for 
waste  jjajjer,  these  have  been  distributed  throughout  the  dis- 
trict with  good  effect. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  Beach  House  and 
is  covered  with  soil  from  the  roads  when  available. 


During  the  year  1720  loads  were  removed  to  the  tip. 
Hours  w(jrked  on  collection,  30234;  Hours  worked  on  tipping, 
1019.1;  Mileage  travelled,  17,340;  Hours  on  repair  and 
maintenance,  3954.

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Council’s  tanks  at  Dlanddulas 
and  Bodtegwal  were  regularly  cleared. 

All  the  street  gulleys  were  regularly  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected, the  cost  in  the  case  of  Classified  Roads  was  recover- 
able from  the  County  Council  in  the  quarterly  return.
